This helps avoid 
duplication of efforts. but it 
also serves to strengthen the 
bonds that exist between art 
it and community and art 
ist.and the Quinte Arts Coun- 


cil. She seeks to build part- 
nerships elsewhere, also. 
The nature of government 
money has always been ca- 
pricious, depending on the 
political climate at the time. 
Marilyn feels that there are 
many more avenues of fund- 
ing out there; it’s Just a mat- 
ter of discovering them, or 
“mining the money”, as a 
friend of her's describes the 
process. Sometimes, gov- 
ernment grants are awarded 
to “professional” groups 
(i.e.. those who get paid for 
their work), whereas the 
“amateur” groups (i.e., those 
who pursue their art strictly 
for the love of it) might be 
overlooked. Luckily, Marilyn 
has had a lot of business ex- 
perience; and she under- 
stands the system. “I know 
some of the key players. 
Sometimes, it’s just a mat- 
ter of Knowing how to write 
a good grant application” 
Historically, also, there has 
been support trom the mu- 
nicipalities, as well as the 
OAC (Ontario Arts Council). 
Another strong possibility 
for future arts’ funding 
might be corporate. As the

The first day of school, I 
arrived at the large. open-air 
building to meet my princi- 
pal, a nun, originally from 
Rome. and my supervisor. 
They took me to the audito- 
rium, where 500 students 


waited to welcome me. The 
atmosphere was like a pop- 
concert! The girls cheered 
and clapped and snapped 
photos. It was unlike any- 
thing I'd ever experienced. 
It was quite a day. And that 
was just the beginning. 

My students were be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 21- 
most of them being older 
than me (I was efghteen at 
the time). Often, they suf- 
fered from lack of confi- 
dence and low self-esteem, 
as they had all failed their 
English exams and been 
blocked from attending uni- 
versity. In the beginning, our 
conversations were very, 
very basic, as they lacked, 
proficiency. | was given a 
timetable to teach 37 classes 
each week; a full schedule, 
but the lessons I gave fo- 
cused only on oral skills, so 
no marking was required. |

Place for photo radar 
in road safety strategy 


Contrary to MPP Doug 
Galt’s letters to the media-- 


photo radar does have merit. - 


1. Mr. Galt says “first and 
foremost photo radar is a 
simple cash grab used by 
local municipalities.” 

Comment: Photo radar 
results in a fine if you are 
caught speeding. If a police 
officer using a radar device 
catches you speeding it also 
results in a fine. Looks like 
pretty much the same thing 
to me. If the fine from photo 
radar is a cash grab, then the

fine from the officer’s radar 
device is also a cash grab. 
Either way, if you speed 


and get caught, you are 
fined. Is there something 
wrong with that? 

2. Mr. Galt says “photo 
radar has always hidden be- 
hind a facade of road safety.” 

Comment: Road safety 
is not a facade. It is what 
most reasonable people 
would like to have. And 
photo radar is no more likely 
to be hidden than is a police 
officer. Whether I’m caught 
speeding by photo radar or 
an officer with a radar de- 
vice, the resulting fine will 
certainly be a deterrent. 

Furthermore, my 
chances of getting caught by 
a police officer and cruiser 
are probably a lot less. Photo 
radar does not take a break. 
The police officer, on the 
other hand, might be called 
away, or the officer may just 
go for coffee. 

3. Dr. Galt supports the 
position of an Ian Tootill, 
who said “photo radar is (a) 
an invasion of privacy by big 
government, (b) a giant 
waste of money and ineffec- 
tiveness; (c) a heavy-handed 
and abitrary program with 
(d) no safety benefits. 

Comment: Let's take a 
hard look at that mouthful 
which for administrative 


convenience I have split into 
a, b, c, d. 

(a) Is photo radar, which 
after all is just a photograph, 
anymore an invasion of pri- 
vacy then the officer oper- 
ating a radar device? One 
could argue that the officer 
may stop you, look you over, 
your vehicle and its con- 
tents, and a number of your 
personal papers. Which con- 
stitutes a greater invasion of 
privacy? 

(b) Neither Galt nor Tootill 
offer any facts to support the 
rather cavalier “a giant waste 
of money.” But if photo ra- 
dar catches speeders, and it 
must since Galt refers to it 
as a “cash grab”, how can it 
be “a giant waste of money 
and ineffective?” 

(c) Exactly how being 
caught speeding by photo 
radar is any more being

The opposition group is 
eeking to keep the bridge 
pen until the repair takes 
lace. 

The petition claims to be 
upported by and affects 
hree distinct groups of peo- 
le--farmers, local residents 
f Campbeilford Seymour 
on Rodgers Road) and lo- 
al residents of Quinte West. 

For farmers, the con-

Advice on how to play your 
level best from hilly lies 


No matter how flat a 
course first appears. you'll 
eventually end up having to 
hit the ball off a slope. It may 
be an uphill, downhill or 
sidehill lie, and any one of 
them will frustrate the player 
who doesn’t know how to 
play them or understand their 
effects on the ball flight. 

The key to hitting the ball 
in each of these circum- 
stances is adjusting your ad- 
dress position so you make 
contact at the bottom of the 
swing arc. Couple that with 
an understandign of how the 
ball will bend as a result of 
these adjustments and you 
can turn a tough situation to 
your advantage. 

To get into the proper ad- 
dress position to hit off ei- 
ther an uphill or downhill lie, 
simply set the line of your 
hips and shoulders parallel to 
the slope you're on. 

Adjusting Balance 

This means adjusting 
your balance so that most of 
your weight is on the lower 
foot. For a right-handed 
player that’s the right foot for

an uphill lie, the left foot for 
a downhill lie. Ball position 
is also important, and you 
should play it toward the 
higher foot--the left foot for 
an uphill lie, the right foot for 
a downhill lie. 

To prevent a fat or topped 
shot, swing the club along 
the line of the slope. Start- 
ing with the hips and shoul- 
ders set parallel to this line 
at address makes this easier. 

The steeper the slope, the 
greater the tendency to lose 
your balance, so take a few 
practice swings. You may 
decide a three-quarter swing 
of the arms, keeping the 
lower body quiet, will in- 
crease your chances of good 
contact. 


The lie and your address 
position influence the shape 
of the resulting shot. Your 
setup for an uphill lie natu- 
rally adds loft to the 
clubface, while the angle of 
the slope also promotes a 
higher shoot. So take a less- 
lofted club or two, depend- 
ing on the severity of the hill.

Downhill Lie 

The opposite is true for a 
downhill lie--swinging down 
along the slope delofts the 
clubface, while the angle of 
the slope creates a lower 
shot. Go down a club or two. 

From a sidehill lie, you 
must alter the swing plane by 
changing your posture. The 
lie helps you do this. A ball 
below your feet forces you 
to stand closer to it and bend 
more at the waist, creating a 
more upright swing plane. A 
ball above the feet forces you 
to. stand farther away and 
more erect, encouraging a 
flatter swing. 


Below The Feet 

In addition to altering the 
swing plane, sidehill lies also 
affect the shape of the shot. 
A ball below the feet forces 
a very straight takeaway 
with the arms, resulting in an 
out-to-in approach path and 
a left-to-right flight pattern. 
Compensate by aiming a lit- 
tle left, allowing for the fade. 

A ball above the feet calls 
for a great deal of body turn 
and a flat arm and shoulder 
plane.Aim a little right to al- 
low for the draw.

When was the last time 


that you sat down with a 


few of your friends over a 
coffee and had an impas- 
sioned debate about héalth 
care in your community? 
Sound like a major snore? 
Think again. 

The Centre-Hastings 
Medical Board is launching 
a campaign of vital impor- 
tance to this community. The 
Board, which has-been ac- 
tively seeking a doctor to 
replace Dr. Derry upon his 
retirement in April of 2002. 
The support of every single 
indi. idual is crucial to the 
success of this process, 
which is atlempting to gain 
provincial support for a com- 
munity health-care centre. 


Free Memberships 


In an ambitious bid to 
kick-start support, the Medi- 
cal Board will be giving away 
memberships. The member- 
ships, which will be valid 
until December 31, 2004, 
will carry voting rights. The 
communities that will be di- 
rectly impacted are Madoc 
Township, the Municipality 
of Centre Hastings, Elzevir 
(now part of the Municipal- 
ity of Tweed) and Tudor- 
Cashel. Initially, it is impor- 
tant that this area be officially 
designated as an 
“underserviced area” for 
medical services. The deci- 
sion on this issue is pending, 
and will determine to what 
extent the provincial govern- 
ment will be motivated to 
support grant monies. A 
minimum of 6,000 signa- 
tures are needed in order to 
demonstrate the communi- 
ty’s support for a medical 
centre, as virtually no gov- 
emment initiatives are under- 
taken without the specified 
commitment of the commu- 
nity in question.

on your support. Anyone 
over 18 years of age is eligi- 
ble to sign the petition, in 
exchange for which, they 
will be given a membership 
card. 


What's In It For Me? 


In addition to two new 
doctors, the medical centre 
could offer the services of a 
physiotherapist. dietician, 
chiropractor, podiatrists or 
therapists. Stage two of the 
campaign will see a thorough 
medical needs survey dis- 
tributed to every household 
in this area. The survey will 
be conducted by a profes- 
sional consultant, that will 
assemble important data in an 
effort to achieve an accurate 
medical needs profile of this 
community. Health care is a 
vital issue to every commu- 

_nity, especially as the median 

age inches closer to fifty. 
Unfortunately, there are only 
a few hundred doctors 
graduating every year, to 
answer a growing demand 
for their services. 


Numerous Advantages 


The advantages of a com- 
munity health centre are sev- 
eral; the services are read- 
ily-available and create a 
sense of well-being to the 
community. They also at- 
tract people to the commu- 
nity, who might be wanting 
to retire to a small, quiet 
community, thereby increas- 
ing the property values. A 
medical centre would create 
jobs for local individuals, as 
well as support the infra- 
structure of the community 
by contributing tax dollars. 
The advantages to a doctor 
in a community health cen- 
tre are also numerous; many 
new doctors graduate with 
a debt, between 70,000 and 
100,000 dollars. Increas- 
ingly, it seems, doctors are 
unwilling to enter into even 
more debt, in the form of 
buying a building, hiring staff 
and overseeing costs. A doc- 


tor, therefore. is going to be 
attracted to a salaried posi- 
tion (no hassles collecting 
fees from the government). 
Also, a health-centre doctor 
is guaranteed time off; be- 
cause other staff are on hand 
to shoulder the client-load. 
She or he would have a 
much more attractive life- 


_style than they might in an 


urban area, where a E1008

Why Now? 

“We cannot afford to sit 
on our hands”, states 
Crichton Harrop of the Medi- 
cal Board. If we want excel- 
lent health-care, then we 
must take action, he adds. 
“Numbers will dictate ex- 
actly who gets the (govern- 
ment) grant, and the govern- 
ment demands community 
support”, claims Harrop. He 
continues, saying, “Allan 
Rock, Federal Minister of 
Health, is getting ready to 
‘free-up’ a large chunk of 
money for community 
health-care”. Existing health- 
centres have proven to be 
very successful, with less 
stress for the health-care 
professionals, (by virtue of 
a lower patient load), im- 
proved working conditions, 
improved service, shorter 
wait-time for services and 
community well-being. 
Merrickville, Lanark, Cobden 
and Tweed already enjoy the 
services of a community 
health-centre.

clude polyvinyl chloride and 
polycarbonate. Their pur- 
pose is to make plastic more 
flexible. But if eaten, they can 
interfere with hormones in 
your body, and can cause 
cancer, birth defects and fer- 
tility difficulties. 

Not all types of plastic will 
do this, but the higher the fat 
content of the food. the 
higher the temperature, and 
the more the food touches 
the plastic, the greater the 
chance that these chemicals 
will enter the food. 


To be on the safe side 
you, the Peterborough 
County Health Unit says you 
may wish to reduce your 
exposure to plasticizers by 
following some of the fol- 
lowing Ups: 

* Do not let plastic wrap 
touch food when heating in 
the microwave. Keep at least 
a one-inch gap between the 
plastic wrap and the food. 

* Choose microwave safe 
glass or ceramic containers 
for heating food. As a sec 
ond choice.use microwave 
safe plastic containers. 

* Never re-use disposable 
trays from heat-and-serve 
foods such as TV dinners.

BUC serves as an advisory 
board in biosolid recycling

A group called the 
Biosolids Utilization Commit- 
tee (BUC) has been formed 
to meet on a regular basis to 
address concerns and issues 
surrounding the practice of 
dumping biosolids. 

The committee consists 
of members from each of 
the Ontario Ministry of En- 
vironment (MOE); Agricul- 
ture, Food and Rural Affairs 
(OMAFRA) and Ministry of 
Health, along with academia, 
agricultural and industrial or- 
ganizations. 

According to the Terratec 
Environmental Ltd. website, 
BUC plays a large role in ad- 
vising the Ministry of Envi- 
ronment on the suitability of 
different materials for land 
application. In order to be 
recommended for agricul- 


’ tural use, the material must 


prove to be a benefit to agri- 
cultural production. 

Of course, Terratec puts 
a positive spin on the con- 
troversial dumping of sew- 
age sludge issue, by saying 
that BUC works with mu- 
nicipalities and other agen- 
cies to promote the benefits 
of biosolids recycling. 

But it is a lack of com- 
munication that Mayor 
George McCleary has com- 
plained about. He has ex- 


pressed his concerns to the 
MOE that the municipality 
has no control or has even 
received an opportunity for 
input over the dumping 
within the Trent Hills’ juris- 
diction. 

Stabilization Process 

Terratec says municipal 
wastewater treatment plants 
in Ontario do more than just 
clean the water that goes 
down the drains and sewers. 
It says treatment favilities 
separate the liquid and solid 
portions of wastewater for 
processing and treatment. 

The liquid portion is puri- 
fied and discharged back into 
the lake. The solid portion 
undergoes biological treat- 
ment to digest and stabilize 
the solids. The end product 
of the stabilization process 
are biosolids. 

Recycling biosolids offer 
an environmentally sound 
management alternative to 
disposal, says Terratec, and 
reduces the amount of ma- 
terial that would otherwise 
go to landfill or incineration. 
The firm contends that 
biosolids reduce the need for 
commercial fertilizers and 
can reduce fertilizer costs by 
as much as $100 per acre. 

Terratec says biosolids 
have been applied to agricul- 


tural land in Canada and in- 


ternationally for more than 
40 years and the firm has 
been applying biosolids to ag- 
ricultural land in Ontario for 
over 25 years. 

According to Terratec the 
spreading of biosolids is land 
application safe. 

“In order to protect the 
environment, human and 
animal health, and to ensure 
a balance of nutrients, the 
application of biosolids on 
agricultural land is regu- 
lated.” 

Strict Guidelines 

In Ontario, it adds, guide- 
lines for the safe use of 
biosolids on agricultural land 
are provided by the Biosolids 
Utilization Committee, ex- 
perts from various govern- 
ment and academic institu- 
tions. It says provincial 
guidelines do not allow the 
application of biosolids with 
metal concentrations over 
specific limits. These are 
conservatively set to prevent 
toxicity or health impacts in 
plants, animals and humans. 

As for the presence of 
bacteria and / viruses, 
Terratec says there have been 
no reported illnesses caused 
by application of biosolids in 
Canada when applied in con- 
formance to guidelines. The 
website information says 
biosolids are treated using 


processes which stal 
them and destroy ma 
the disease-causing 0 
isms.

many of whom are un- 
employed. Of those who 
have a job. the average wage 
is very low, and is often 
barely enough to meet the 
most basic needs of a fam- 
ily. To give one an idea of 
how poor the economy 1s, 
29.000 lei, the currency of 
the country, is worth only 
one American dollar. Under 
the corrupt regime of dicta- 
tor, Nikolai Ceaucescu, who 
was toppled in the 1980s, it 
was dictated that, by the time 
that a (Romanian) woman 
was 45 years old, she had to 
have “produced” 4 children. 
The thinking behind this dra- 
conian measure, was to pro- 
duce enough workers for the 
“machine” of Romanian in 
dustrial factories, that it 
would ensure economic im- 
provement. The plan back- 
fited, with many families, 
hasically forced to have ba- 
bies. irregardless of whether 
Or not, thes could even feed 
the children they already 
had. Babies born with men- 
tal handicaps or physical 
handicaps, or those just un- 
wanted, were dropped-off 
at state-run orphanages. 
with the hope that someone 
else would be able to care for 
them. We have all seen the 
horrific pictures of the thou- 
sands and thousands of chil- 
dren, in every stage of ne- 
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glect and deprivation, with 
no one to care for them. 


Today, tragically, many 
of those children, who are 
now in their teens, have been 
turned out of the orphan- 
ages, as they are no Johger 
“technically” children. They 
have been forced to take 
shelter in the underground 
heating ducts, creating hun- 
dreds of underground “cit- 
ies”, full of human beings 
who must live like the detri- 
tus of life. Unschooled, un- 
loved and without family or 
help of any kind, it is com- 
mon for them to turn to glue- 
sniffing to help dull their pain 
and hungry bellies. 


Lisa is contributing her 
entife vacation to the project. 
She already has three child- 
sponsors for children in Ro- 
mania. Her quest is to raise 
$3,700.00, which will cover 
only her expenses. The 
money will pay for her 
round-trip airfare, onentation 
in Toronto, five meals a 
week (at the orphanage). a 
tour of the city and a trans- 
lator.

Havelock-Belmont- 
Methuen - Area residents 
will be able to get rid of their 
household hazardous waste 
(HHW) at a new facility Pe- 
terborough County is open- 
ing up at the 6th Line Bel- 
mont transfer station in 
Havelock-Belmont-Methuen 
Township. 

Run by Peterborough 
County’s Environmental 
Waste Service office, with 
funding assistance from the 
province's Waste Diversion 
Office (WDO), the Belmont 
facility will collect items like 
pesticides, paints, stains, 
aerosols, propane tanks, 
household and auto batter- 
ies, motor oil, anti-freeze 
and many other toxic mate- 
rials which may be sitting 
around the house or garage. 

And it’s all free of charge. 

Items recovered at the 
site will be disposed of in’a 
safe and environmentally- 
friendly manner. Residents 
will also be able to visit the 
re-use area at the site for 
free paints and stains. 

The Belmont site will be 
open this year to all county 
residents for disposal of 
household hazardous 
wastes from Sept. 28 until 
Oct. 9 during regular depot 
hours. It will resume a more 
regular schedule in the

Spring of 2002. 

Many materials that are 
routinely used throughout 
the home and garden pose a 
threat to our natural environ- 
ment, says Chris Lang, Edu- 
cation and Training Officer 
with the County's Environ- 
mental Services office. 

“Things like paints, oils, 
cleaners, pesticides, pool and 
photographic chemicals can 
contaminate groundwater, 
soil and air and threaten our 
health if not disposed of 
safely,” Ms. Lang says. 

Sadly, she says, these 
items are often either dis- 
posed of with tegular gar- 
bage and landfilled or poured 
down the drain. 

“To help alleviate this 
problem the County is mak- 
ing an effort to increase re- 
sponsible and environmen 
tally safe disposal of these 
items.” 

More Convenient 

The County is making it 
much more convenient for 
residents to get rid of HHW 
items at facilities across the 
district. 

Besides the year-round 
City/County HHW site lo- 
cated beside HGC Recycling 
on Pido Road, the County is 
using funding from the 
WDO to operate the Belmont 
Line HHW facility as well as 
similar free disposal facilities 
as Anstruther Lake in North 
Kawartha Township and one 
in Galway-Cavendish & 
Harvey Township.

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tains pathogens that could 
impact eventually on our 
food stuffs such as meat and 
milk. It’s a shock to the soil 
and it’s a risk to our 
groundwater.” 

Adding insult to the situ- 
ation, she pointed out, is that 
the unsavoury practice is 
wrapped up in a “happy-face 
word—biosolids.” 

It’s ironic, she pointed 
out, that society developed 
an expensive infrastructure 
expressly for the protection 
of our health “and now we 
are ignoring that important 
factor by allowing the dump- 
ing of biosolids.” 

The approval certificates 
call for the permission of all 
the neighbouring properties 
of any site where sludge is 
dumped, said Riley, but the 
Ministry is not holding these 
companies to the proper re- 
strictions. 

Hard To Understand 

Riley finds it difficult to 
understand MOE standing by 
and permitting Certificates of 
Approval to a company al- 
ready facing 29 charges in 
the dumping of biosolids that 
has led to the loss of a sig- 
nificant number of contracts. 
“Through Bill 81, the Nu- 
trient Management Act, 
health officials and myself, 
among others, are attempt- 
ing to call for a moratorium 
on the dumping of biosolids 
and to return to the use of 
landfill sites.” 

“But this is a problem that 
is not going away,” said 
Riley. She noted that Swe- 
den has been disposing of its

ental impact, biosolid foes charge — 


waste’ quite effectively - 
through incineration, and 
this is something we should 
be discussing as a possibil- 
ityinCanada. — 

Riley charges that Toron- 
to’s waste problem is being 
exported to rural regions of 
the province, noting that the 
committee she serves on has 
approved a motion advising 
the City of Toronto that it is 
not being a good neighbour 
by spreading biosolids 
around so recklessly. 

Mayor George McCleary 
of the Municipality of Trent 
Hills said the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario 
(AMO) touched on the issue 
briefly at the annual meeting 
this summer. He said the 
farmer permitting the dump- 
ing of biosolids in the area is 
not doing anything wrong 
under the present rules “so 
we must work towards 
changing the rules.” 

“The voices of groups 
like this one will be the 
strongest deterrent towards 
convincing MOE to eliminate 
the dumping,” he said. “Your 
voices can be even stronger 
than anything we do on a 
municipal level. So we urge 
you to advise your local MPP 
about your concerns.” 

He promised that the 
Trent Hills’ delegates would 
raise the issue at the annual 
ROMA meeting in February. 

Michel Proulx, who at- 
tended the meeting, said it is

Life is certainly interest- 
ing, these days, for Ron 
Mason, of Frankford. I’m 
sure that he could never have 
envisioned a life, such as he 
as enjoyed, when he was just 
a young boy in England’s 
Yorkshire Dales. A retired 
school-teacher from Moira 
Secondary School, in Bel- 
leville, Ron’s time is now 
consumed with arranging 
music for the church choir 
and working very hard with 
various projects. He is still 
very much consumed by his 
first love, however, or per- 
haps I should say second 
love, as his first love is his 
wife’ of- many years, Beth. 
They met years ago, when 
Ron came to Canada for a 
visit. He had won the trip, 
as part of a Scouting Jam- 
boree in England. There had 
been a full year of 
eliminations, in paring down 
the group of hopefulls to the 
one lucky boy who would 
travel to Toronto for one 
month. Ron was determined 
to be that boy, and it came 
true for him. Little did he 
know it, that, when he re- 
turned to Toronto several 
years later, after finishing his 
schooling, he would end up 
marrying the daughter of his 
host family. 


But, back to the second 
love, which is flight. Even as 
a boy, Ron was obsessed by 
airplanes, and built his first 
one of bamboo and paper, at 
the tender age of seven. 
Years later, he was to take 
up the study of aeronautics, 
and that led to his varied and 
interesting life and second 
career, in flying. He has 
honed his skill to sucha level, 
that he even wrote software 
for computers, and ‘this 
vastly simplified the tasks of 
calculations, saving huge 
amounts of time. Calcula- 
tions that once had to be 
done, all long-hand, now 
could be worked by compu- 
ter. Ron's first design was 
one-and-half years in the 
planning, as he had to work 
long-hand. The second was 
computer-assisted and took 
only a fraction’ of the time. 


Faced with the reality that 
flying was an expensive 


hobby, and therefore rather - 


exclusionist, as purchasing a 
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“word-of-mouth”. 


new plane would cost one 
between 150 and 200 thou- 
sand dollars. Even a used 
plane could cost between 50 
and 100 thousand dollars, 
and pretty soon, it became 
apparent that people just 
were not buying planes, any 
more. Thus, the “home- 
built” concept was born. By 
providing the design and a 
“tool-kit” for the would-be 
plane-builder, a plane could 
be built, using raw ingenuity 
and parts, for just a fraction 
of the cost of a manufac- 
tured plane. The idea caught 
on, and, today. there are 
many, many more home- 
builts than produced planes. 
People are building planes in 
basements, in garages, or 
even, remote areas, provid- 
ing enjoyment and accessi- 
bility for people, everywhere. 
A fraternity of home-build- 
ers has sprung up. sharing 
ideas and designs. Several of 
them have “latched-on” to 
Ron Mason's designs. Ron 
believes that it is vitally im- 
portant for people to have 
hobbies, and, of all the hob- 
bies that he enjoys, he thinks 
that flying and building 
airplanes is one of the best. 
“Most people are stuck to 
the ground; others, perhaps, 
are more far-sighted”. Ron 
says, of his designs, that, “If 
you are judicious, and a good 
scrounger, you can perhaps 
build a plane for, between 10 


and 25 thousand dollars’... 


He is thrilled to have 300- 
400 of his planes flying to- 
day, somewhere in the 
world. In fact, he has sold/ 
and or given away, 1,200 
sets of drawings for the 
plane which he desi gned. To 
generate a market for his 
design, Ron notes, that not 
a nickel was spent on adver- 
tising; it has all been just 
Ac- 
knowledging that he has been 
blessed, however, Mr. Ma- 
son adds, “The concept has 
always been to enhance and 
enrich lives. When people 
have a happy life; when they 
have an expertise, then, they 
will have something to hand 
on to others. Giving is bet- 
ter than receiving, for when 
you give, you feela deep re- 
ward within your spirit”. 

Things were not always 
smooth-sailing for Ron Ma- 
son, though. There was a 
time in his life, when he felt 
a deep-seated, unnamable 


dissatisfaction with life. He 
began to ask himself, what 
he refers to as, “first-order 
questions, such as, “Why 
am I here?”. When people 
begin to ask such questions, 
they can scare themselves 
to death, Ron commented. 
What follows, logically, 
from “Why am I here?”, is 
“When am I going?”. It was 
at this juncture in his life, 
that Ron had, “an experience 
with God”. He continues, 
“My life changed 180 de- 
grees; | had begun to deal 
with a truth about Jesus 
Christ”. As Ron’s inner 
tranformation was taking 
place, he began to feéla 
strong urge to become in- 
volved with missionaries, in 
particular, flying misionar- 
ies to destinations that they 
needed to reach. “We de- 
cided that God was calling 
us to mission-work, and got. 
involved with an organiza- 
tion, called, “Mission Avia- 
tion Fellowship”, or MAF. I 
had the training necessary, 
the licenses and the build- 
ing and design knowledge. 
Following up on this desire, 
Ron went to California, 
where he completed an in- 
tensive flight evaluation 
course for MAF. 


The rest, as they say, is 
history, as Ron went on to 
work with MAF, as a vol- 
unteer for several years. An- 
other.exciting development 
of this work, was that Ron 
became aware of the diffi- 
culty in procuring planes that 
would perform well, use a 
minimum of fuel, and that 
could survive the rigors of 
long-distance flights. Also, 
such a craft would have to 
be easily repairable, in a mul- 
titude of environments, in- 
cluding jungle and desert, 
and requiring of mainte- 
nance and/or building by 
untrained personnel. Then 
and there, Ron knew that his 
job was, “to design a little, 
light aircraft, that could be 
built anywhere, even in the 
mission field”. Ron’s com- 
pleted designs and kit were 
always supplied for free to 
missions, and he recounted 
of the many times that God 
met the needs, whether it 
was for spare parts, or a 
“chance-encounter” with 4 
skilled person who could 
provide the necessary 
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Ron Mason's unique, “Christavia™ plane in flight. Mason describes tt himsel| 
“Irs a conventional, high-wing, strut-braced monoplane, that is easily con 
wheels to floats or skis”. The aircraft was initiallly designed with the needs of

Pilots every where love to 
spend a week at Fly-Ins, 
where crowds will invite the 
pilot to explain the features 
and benefits of one’s air- 
craft. Curious onlookers 
gather, and Ron is glad for 
the chance to tell others about 
his plane, and it’s unique 
name; he will witness to 
whomever wants to listen to 
what God has done in his 
life. Ron elaborates, “An 
airplane is temporary; it will 
rust and disappear. Our spirit, 
on the other hand, is eternal. 
Meeting Jesus Christ is the 
most wonderful experience 
in a person's life”. The 
events of the past two weeks 
have been, for many, a 
‘wake-up-call’, as we begin 
to realize that there is more 
to this life than temporal 
things.

Together, Miller 
and Mason established con- 
tact with every single native 
settlement in Canada. When 
talking to the Chief of 
Tyendinaga, he confessed 
that “This had always been 
a dream of his, also, to teach 
young people how to fly”. 
Working within the Canadian 
Government, with Indian 
Affairs, Miller and Mason 
accomplished the refurbish- 
ment of the runway and the

Water Association (which 
represented 154 members, 
56 in eastern Ontario, serv- 
ing over seven million peo- 
ple) almost overnight went 
from relative anonymity to 
being interviewed by mem- 
bers of the media. 

‘ou went from being “al- 
most being completely 
nored to a position of-stal-| 
dom and notoriety. It must 
have been quite a shock,” 
Dr. Galt said. 

Walkerton did “change the 
landscape,” Dr. Galt ac- 
knowledged but echoed the 
Mayor of New York City in 
suggesting that tragedy can 
make people stronger.

3M will 
close 
Havelock 
plant 


Havelock — 3M Canada 
has announced that it will 
cease all operations in Have- 
lock as part of an overall plan 
to restructure its Ontario 
manufacturing operations. 

Depending on circum- 
stances, site operations that 
include both an industrial 
mineral facility and a speci- 
ality additives plant, will be 
closed on or after March 29 
but not later than May 31, 
2002, the company said ina 
statement. 

The 3M Havelock site 
produces coloured granules 
used in the making of asphalt 
roofing shingles and supplies 
aggregates for construction. 
3M has operated in Havelock 
since 1960. A small plant on 
the same site produces 3M 
Scotchlite Glass Bubbles — 
tiny hollow microspheres 
used as weight reducing fill- 
ers in a variety of applica- 
tions. The site employs 71 
people — 12 support staff and 
59 production staff. 

Tony Marranca, 3M 
Canada’s vice president of 
manufacturing and engineer- 
ing, visited Havelock Sep- 
tember 25 to personally tell 
employees of the company’s 
plans to close the site and to 
assure them the company 
will do everything it can to 
help them through this diffi- 


cult time. of, 
For several years, a shin- 


gle manufacturer in the 
southeastern United States 
has been the only customer 
for the coloured roofing 
granules produced at Have- 
lock. Early next year, 3M 
will be opening a new indus- 
trial minerals facility less than 
70km from that customer. 


tates the closure of the glass 
bubbles plant, as it would no 
longer be eeonomically vi- 
able to operate it on this site. 

“This decision has been an 
extremely difficult one for 
3M to make because the 
employees of 3M Havelock 
have met challenging per- 
formance requirements over 
the years and done all they 
can to positively contribute 
to the business,” says Mr. 
Marranca. 

“A few months ago, 3M 
announced plans to restruc- 
ture its global operations in 
order to strengthen competi- 
tiveness and improve per- 
formance,” he explained. 

As a result of this 3M 
manufacturing operations 
around the world are “being 
carefully reviewed to iden- 
tify opportunities to consoli- 
date and rationalize product 
lines,” Mr. Marranca said. 

3M Havelock site man- 
ager John Hudson says that 
“transportation costs are a 
major issue in the business 
and the new 3M minerals 
operation in the U.S. is in a 
much better geographic lo- 
cation to competitively serve 
customers.” 

After the Havelock site 
ceases operation, 3M will 
undertake any necessary site 
remediation work. -
